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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of the Group I invention in Paper No. 5(12/30/02) is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the invention are not independent and 
distinct and that a burdensome search would not be required. This is not found persuasive 
because the rationale for separate and distinct inventions is clearly set forth in the previous Office 
Actionfpaper no. 4, 09/25/02). With all due respect to Counsel's opinion, the search for the Group I 
invention is independent of the search for the Group II invention. 

2. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

3. This application contains claims 9-12 drawn to an invention nonelected with traverse in 
Paper No. 5. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancelation of nonelected claims 
or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent 
or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the 
English language. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 1, 2 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Slone(U.S. 6,403,703 B1). 

Slone discloses and exemplifies aqueous compositions and coatings therefrom defined 
basically as containing an acrylic emulsion copolymer formed by the free radical emulsion 
polymerization of at least one ethylenically unsaturated nonionic acrylic monomer and 0.5 
to 5 wt % of ethylenically unsaturated carboxylic acid monomer and wherein the 
polymerization is conducted via redox emulsion polymerization in the presence of a chain 
transfer agent and a redox reaction catalyzing metal salt and at a pH falling within the 
scope of the claims. See, e.g., the Abstract, cols. 1-4 and Runs 1-5 and the claims of Slone. 
Slone therefore anticipates the instantly claimed invention, with the understanding that the 
aqueous acrylic emulsion polymer and the aqueous coating composition per Slone 
overlaps in scope with the instantly claimed invention. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 2 and 4-8 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the newground(s) of rejection.
